Prince has renewed his drive against Verdun from the. northwest, 
attacking the two principal salients on the Arocoort-Bethincourt 
front and succeeding in penetrating the French center by storm- 
jig' the village of Haucourt. The Germans forced their way into 
Haucourt in the course of a sanguinary battle which'lasted all lart 
night. Paris admits that the Germans secured a footing in the. 
village which lies just south of. Malancourt and about three milej; 
west of Dead Man's Hill, but declares that it is held under tho firs 
of the French guns from dominating positions.

Joint of attack along this front the Germans were unsuccessful. 


A desperate all-night struggle around Verdun resulted in sub- 


stantial gains for. the French west of the river Mouse, according to 
today's Paris statement, while east of that stream German attacks 
on French positions were repulsed.

"Finally, flic reporter must be, above all, a good citizen in 


He must 
be honest; he must lie 


sincere. He must be against shams and frauds. His heart must 
be right.
